MONUMENTATION:  A  0.9'  x  0.25'  limestone 
with  no  markings  was  found  broken  off  0.5' 
below  grade. 

ORIGIN:  The  original  GLO  surveyor  set  a 
wooden  post  at  this  corner.  No  evidence  of  the 
original  monument  or  its  accessories  was 
found.  In  May  of  1839,  James  Spencer 
(Reference  Survey  ID  000024  -  Monroe  County 
Survey  Book  2,  page  63)  witnessed  this  corner, 
but  did  not  indicate  a  monument  type,  or  if  the 
monument  was  found  or  set.  In  November  of 
1871,  Alexander  Spencer  (Reference  Survey 
ID  000023  -  Monroe  County  Survey  Book  2, 
pages  182-183)  began  his  survey  80  poles 
west  of  this  corner  but  did  not  take  any  new 
accessories.  Stones  were  found  at  several  of 
the  other  corners  shown  on  the  1871  Spencer 
survey.  This  stone  was  accepted  with  no 
associated  uncertainty. 

HISTORY  AND  SEARCH  PROCEDURE:  On  a 

1975  unrecorded  survey  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Monroe  County  Surveyor  (Reference 
Survey  ID  000048),  Harold  Howell  depicts  a 
monument  in  line  with  an  east/west  fence  on 
the  south  side  of  Valley  Mission  Road.  On  a 
1988  unrecorded  survey  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Monroe  County  Auditor  (Reference  Survey 
ID  000053),  Harold  Howell  labeled  the  SW 
corner  of  Section  35  on  the  south  side  of  the 
road  and  showed  a  railroad  spike  at  the 
intersection  of  the  section  line  and  the 
centerline.  This  survey  appears  to  be  the  origin 
of  the  railroad  spike  that  was  found  15.85  north 
of  the  stone.  In  1996,  Ben  Bledsoe  accepted 
the  railroad  spike  on  a  boundary  survey  for  Joe 
Watson  in  the  Southeast  quarter  of  the 
Southwest  quarter  of  Section  35-T7N-R1 W 
(Reference  Survey  ID  000042  -  Instrument 
Number  710300).  A  few  months  after  the 
Bledsoe  survey,  the  Monroe  County  Surveyor, 
Michael  Friley  certified  the  railroad  spike  as  the 
section  corner.  Neither  Friley  nor  Bledsoe 
mentioned  the  stone.  The  railroad  spike  also 
appears  to  have  been  used  by  the  Lawrence 
County  Surveyor  Mike  Arena  to  establish  the 
closing  corner  to  the  west,  which  is  a  pk  nail  in 
the  centerline  of  Valley  Mission  Road.  In  2004, 
the  railroad  spike  was  again  certified  by  the 
Monroe  County  Surveyor  as  the  section  corner. 


The  stone  is  located  about  8'  south  of  the  south 
edge  of  asphalt  of  Valley  Mission  Road,  in  line 
with  the  remains  of  an  east/west  barbed  wire 
fence.  There  is  also  a  clear  north/south  tree 
line  on  the  north  side  of  Valley  Mission  Road. 

The  first  time  I  visited  this  corner,  I  located  the 
railroad  spike  that  is  currently  certified  as  the 
section  corner  by  this  office.  The  railroad  spike 
didn't  check  very  well  with  stones  that  I  found  a 
quarter  mile  to  the  north  and  west,  so  I  looked 
around  near  the  fence  remains  on  the  south 
side  of  the  road  with  a  rake,  probe,  shovel,  and 
metal  detector,  but  I  didn't  find  anything.  When 
I  came  across  the  1975  Howell  survey  that 
seems  to  depict  a  stone,  I  calculated  a  point 
and  went  back  to  the  corner  to  search  more 
thoroughly.  I  hit  the  broken  top  of  the  stone 
about  a  foot  from  the  calculated  point.  The 
base  of  the  stone  was  found  below  the  broken 
off  top  approximately  1 .6'  southeast  of  the 
calculated  point.  The  stone  does  not  have  any 
markings,  but  it  is  similar  to  the  stones  found  to 
the  north  and  west  (limestone,  with  a  tapered 
top). 

OTHER  OBSERVATIONS:  There  is  a 
Lawrence  County  Surveyor  pk  nail  15.7'  north 
and  49.65'  west  of  the  stone.  The  Lawrence 
County  Surveyor,  Corey  Allen,  and  the  former 
Lawrence  County  Surveyor,  Mike  Arena,  both 
agreed  that  the  stone  we  found  at  this  corner 
was  better  evidence  of  the  section  line.  Corey 
Allen  intends  to  set  a  new  offset  monument  for 
the  Lawrence  County  line,  preserving  the  pk 
nail  as  a  reference  and  a  possible  property 
corner.  It  is  also  probable  that  there  are 
property  rights  associated  with  the  railroad 
spike. 

PERPETUATION:  This  monument  was 
accepted  by  the  Monroe  County  Surveyor 
Review  Board  on  [insert  date].  The  monument 
was  located  and  witnessed  on  October  26, 
2017  (MCS  Field  Book  50,  page  80).
